RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  were  steady  to 
25/  higher  for  the  5th  consecutive  week,  while 
slaughter  heifers  and  cows     wound  up  steady  to 
50/  higher.     Feeder  cattle  and  calves     turned 
steady  to  50/  lower.     Barrows  and  gilts  sold 
strong  to  50/  higher,      sows   steady  to  25/ 
higher.      Slaughter  lambs  were   steady  to  50/ 
higher  at  Fort  Worth,     Kansas  City,  Omaha,   St. 
Joseph  and  St.  Paul  but  steady  to  50/  lower 
elsewhere. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Early  week 
trends  on  slaughter  steers  were  higher  but 
ample  midweek  supplies  erased   part  of  the 
advance  to  close  generally  steady  to  25/  higher. 
Prices  have  continued  tc  edge  upward  since  the 
first  week  in  October  and  now  are  at  a  new  high 
since  late  last  winter.     Slaughter  heifers  and 
cows  closed  steady  to  50/  higher;  bulls  and 
vealers  steady  to  Si. 00  higher  with  vealers 
$2.00  higher  at  St.  Louis.     Due  to  severe 
weather  conditions  over  much  of  the  midwest, 
twelve -market  salable  receipts  wound  up    6   per- 
cent below  a  week  earlier  and     9     percent  below 
a  year  earlier.     Good  and  Choice   slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  predominated.     Buyers  have 
become  more  grade  conscious  in  recent  weeks, 
centering  demand  on  high-Good  and  better  and 
the  price  spread  on  slaughter  steers  became 
the  widest  in   some  time.

Slaughter  heifers:     At  St.  Paul  a  part 
load  mostly  Prime  reached  $26.50  with  several 
terminals  showing  Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  $25.50-26.25,     Choice  bulking  at  $24.00- 
25.50,     Good  $22.00-24.25. 

Slaughter  cows:     Utility  and  Commercial 
ranged  $14.50-17.00,     Canner  and  Cutter  $12.00- 
15.50. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Adverse  weather 
conditions  tended  to  further  curtail  seasonally 
moderated  receipts  of  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
at  terminal  markets.     However,   supplies  at  most 
markets  proved  ample  in  the  face  of  reduced  de- 
r.and  and  prices  displayed  a  weaker  trend.  Fair- 
ly heavy  snows  and  unusually  cold  weather  for 
mid-December  created  difficulties  in  handling 
livestock  and  undoubtedly  some  potential  buyers 
preferred  to  wait  for  more  favorable  weather. 
In  addition  the  storms  created  poor  road  condi- 
tions in  many  areas  which  hampered   the  movement 
of  livestock  either  to  or  from  market  centers. 
Thus,  even  though  there  was  further  strength  in 
slaughter  cattle  prices,   such  bullish  factors 
currently  were  outweighed  by  the  impact  of  the 


December  storms.     In  slow  trading,  prices  gener- 
ally were  steady  to  50/  lower,  extremes  $1.00 
off.     Cattle  under  600#  usually  showed  more  weak- 
ness than  did  heavier  weights.     In  fact,  most 
dependable  demand  centered  on  fleshy  800-1000$ 
steers.     Slaughter  interests  continued  to  pur- 
chase a  large  share  of  the  fleshy  two-way  kind, 
but  a  moderate  number  of  partly  fattened  cattle 
were  purchased  for  further  feeding,   including 
some  already  showing  sufficient  finish  to  grade 
high-Good  and  low-Choice  in  the  beef.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Receipts  at  the 
12  markets  were  little     changed  from  the  pre- 
vious week's  reduced  run  and  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.     However,  the  below  normal  mid-western 
storm  receipts  occurring  early  in  the  week  had 
a  bullish  effect  on  hog  prices.     At  the  high 
point  of  the  week,  prices  were  at  the  highest 
level  in  two  months.     Part  of  this  advance  was 
lost  after  midweek  when    marketings     were  ex- 
panded.    Barrows  and  gilts  closed  strong  to  50/ 
higher,     sows  steady  to  mostly  25/  higher.  Sows 
made  up  nearly    9     percent  of  the  receipts  or 
1       percent  less  than  the  preceding  period.  The 
average  weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  estimated 
at  229$  was  down  from  recent  seasonal  highs.

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early  in  week  followed  by  cold  temperatures 
tended  to  curb  the  hog  movement.     Barrows  and 
gilts  180-240#  closed  25-500  higher,  heavier 
weights  steady  to  300  higher;     sows  f Tilly 
steady.     About  75  percent  of  butcher  supply  200- 
24Q?  weights.     Sows  comprised  around  8  percent 
of  total  receipts.

barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $16.00-16.65  with  No.

Hogs  -  Interior  Illinois  -  Receipts  were 
curtailed  by  a  rather  heavy  snowfall.  Marketings 
were  about  10  percent  below  the  previous  week, 
but  5  percent  more  than  a  year  ago.     Prices  on 
180-24Q?  barrows  and  gilts  were  25-500  higher, 
heavier  weights  steady  to  300  higher.

Lower 
slaughter  lamb  prices  after  mid-week  erased 
much  of  the  early  advances  at  terminals  with 
the  downturns  resulting  largely  from  sharply 
lower  carcass  lamb  prices.     Late  sales  of 
slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  500  higher  for 
the  week  at  many  markets  but  were  weak  to  500 
lower  at  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Sioux  City  and 
Denver.     Slaughter  ewes  were  steady  to  500  high- 
er, feeder  lambs  steady.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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The  movement  of  greasy   domestic  combing 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  was  extremely 
limited  and  prices  were  unchanged.  Trade  on 
woolen  wools  was  also  slow  with  supplies 
limited.  Noils  were  slow  to  move  at  about 
steady  prices. 

There  was  a  fair  weight  of  fall  wools 
moved  and  a  clean-up  of  12  months  and  8 
months  wools  in  Texas.  Little  was  done  in 
other  domestic  primary  markets.

Occasional  small  lots  were  purchased 
in  Montevideo  for  shipment  to  the  United  States 
with  other  countries  buying  sparingly.

clean  basis,  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  Demand  for  mohair  in  the  local 
market  and  in  Texas  was  very  narrow.  Straight 
adult  hair  in  original  bags  was  offered  in 
Texas  at  78^0.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -   Steer  carcase  beef    sold 
steady  to  $2.00  higher;   cow  beef  steady   to  50/ 
higher,    the  advance   at  New  York;   veal  and  calf 
steady   to   strong,    instances  $2.00  higher  at 
Philadelphia;   lamb  $1.00  lower  at  Washington 
and   strong  to  $2.00  higher  at  Baltimore,    but 
prices  held  mostly   steady   in  other  areas.     Pork 
loins  held  mostly   steady,    except  Philadelphia 
$1.00-2.00  lower;   other  pork  cute  steady  to 
$3.00  higher  with  Boston  butts  and  fresh  skinned 
hams  showing  most  strength. 

Supplies  were  mostly  normal,    except  veal  a 
bit  reduced  in  number  at  all  markets  and  the 
showing  of  pork  and  lamb  at  Washington  was 
slightly  above  normal.     Meat   turnover  was  gener- 
ally good  on   the  Eastern  Seaboard  and  clearance 
generally  complete  for  second  consecutive  week. 
Beef  prices   inched  upward  under  influence  of 
fair  to  good  demand.     Forequarter  cuts  were  fore- 
runners while  at  New  York   steak  cuts  advanced 
2-6/  per  lb.     Veal  and  calf  outlet  was  rather 
spontaneous,    as  carcasses  and  cuts  had  wide  dis- 
tribution.    Prices  were  unchanged  in  most   areas.
